Santa Ana physicians and others 
lam inar with the circumstances that 
brought about the filing of a 150,000 
.lamage suit against Dr. J. L. Dryer 
of this city, have had a good deal of 
fun the last two or three days jollying 
the genial pioneer physician over the 
m atter. 
The doctor, of course, lakes 
the joking In the best of good nature, 
and has treated the action lightly and 
declared that the complaint has so 
many points of an absurd nature in it 
that it is really worth hardly more 
than passing notice. 
The records show that on the 31st 
day of January, 1912, Hall 
was 
ad­ 
judged insane and committed to the 
asylum. 
The medical examiners were 
Drs. H. E. W. Barnes and Geo. H. Dob­ 
son. 
Dr. Dryer was not concerned, in 
that hearing, either 
as 
witness 
or 
physician. 
Hall was alter discharged from the 
asylum. 
On the Sth day of April, 1918, on a 
complaint sworn to by Dr. Dryer, al­ 
leging insanity, Hall 
was 
arrested, 
ii d on the following day in the su­ 
perior court, the ellegations being ful 
ly verified, he was adjudged insane. 
The m ed’cal examiners were Drs. R. 
A. Cushman and J. I. Clark, who recom­ 
mended that Hall be committed to an 
asylum as a person dangerous both To 
person and property. 
On the urgent 
request of his attorney. T. L. John­ 
son of Los Angeles, and who signed 
for his client 
a 
written agreement 
whereby he was not to return to Or­ 
ange county, commitment was stayed 
as long as Hall should abide by the 
agreement. 
The complaining witness 
agreed to this action. 
The action was brought by W. E. 
Hall of Pasadena, in this county, who 
lias twice been adjudged insane. Hall 
alleged that Dr. Dryer in some ray* 
prions way not made clear in the re­ 
ports so far at hand, influenced the 
courts that tried Hall upon an insan­ 
ity charge and found him to be in 
suite. 
Dr. Dryer is puzzled as *to w hy such 
proceedings should be brought against 
him or that they should go beyond the 
findings of the superior court. 
An­ 
other thing that puzzles the doctor is 
what psychic means were employed 
to discover his great wealth.

British Government Getting 
to Work Without Delay 
On Giant Project 


LONDON, April 12.—A fter consis­ 
tently opposing the scheme for many 
years on the ground th at it cut into 
her “splendid isolation,” all England 
is now mad over the proposed Chan­ 
nel Tunnel, and the work of construc­ 
tion cannot be undertaken fast enough 
for its form er opponents. 
The inva­ 
sion bogey, which has hitherto pre­ 
vented the natural linking up of the 
B ritish Isles with the continent of 
Europe, no longer scares the nation 
which has survived subm arine opera­ 
tions and air raids, and the alliance 
with France has removed the old in­ 
sular distrust. 
The British government is getting to 
work without delay, and already the 
necessary prelim inaries, in the way of 
appointing engineers, contractors, etc., 
have been arranged. Sir Francis Fox, 
perhaps the world’s greatest living en­ 
gineer, designer of the Swiss-Simplon 
tunnel and the British Mersey tunnel, 
will be In charge, and he will be as­ 
sisted by a host of distinguished en­ 
gineers. 
* 
No serious difficulty is anticipated 
lr. the work, the completion of which 
ie expected, to take eight years. 
The 
cost will be approxim ately from $90,- 
000,000 to $100,000,000. 
The 
British 
outlet of the tunnel will be near Dover. 
The French end wiU be at Sangatte, 
near Calais, w here perlim inary works 
were started years ago. 
Sir Frances Fox said: “The tunnel 
will consist of two tubes, with connect­ 
ing channels. 
This gives better facil­ 
ities for ventilation, drainage and re­ 
pairs. as well as giving greaten safety 
in case of derailm ents. 
Excavation 
will be performed by revolving cutters, 
fixed In great head shields, by which 
m eans a rapid rate of advance will be 
attained. 
“All the work will be carried out by 
electrically 
driven 
machinery, 
by 
which the volume of air required for 
ventilation will be greatly 
reduced. 
The diam eter of each tunnel will be 
18 feet, so as to accommodate main­ 
line rolling stock. 
At intervals of 200 
yards along the entire length, oblique 
cross-tunnels will be formed. 
*lt will be. roughly, eight years be­ 
fore the under-channel service is run­ 
ning regularly. 
The ganges of the 
English and French railways are very 
sim ilar and trains could run direct 
from London to Paris in less than four 
hours. 
The channel crossing, which 
by the shortest routes used to take 
from 1% to 2 hours, and the roughness 
of which was a terror, will be elimin­ 
ated. 
The trains will shoot through 
the tunnel lh froth JO to 45 minutes, 
and their speed will 
assist 
ventila­ 
tion.” 
The tunnel will be front 30 to 35 
miles in length, and an hourly electric 
service of trains to Paris is predicted. 
Once Jhrough the tunnel, the trains 
will be able to traverse France. Bel­ 
gium. Holland, Spain. Italy, Germany, 
Austria, Hungary, as far as Constanti­ 
nople without any 
difficulty 
as 
to 
gauge or structure. 
If a tunnel were 
constructed from the Asiatic side of 
toe Behring Strait, where there is al­ 
ready a railway to Cape Prince of 
W ales, near Dawson City, Alaska, it 
would be possible to travel by train 
from London to Canada and the United 
States. 
The running expenses of the Chan­ 
nel Tunnel are estim ated at $2,IOO,- 
000 a year and the income at over $7,- 
500,000. 
At least 3,000 skilled work­ 
men will be employed on the actual 
tunnel boring. 
W ith regard to m ilitary safeguards, 
the^tunnel will be bored IOO feet be­ 
low the bed of the channel, well out 
of reach of subm arine attacks, and by 
means of a dip in the level of the rails, 
a sort of "water-lock” will be made, 
whereby the tunnel could be flooded 
from floor to roof for a distance of a 
mile. 
Entrance and exits would be 
under the guns of forts. 
Parliam entary sanction has yet to 
be obtained for the commencement of 
operations in England, but no difficul­ 
ty need be expected. The French are 
equally enthusiastic.

Are Heartened by 
Assembly Action 


SACRAMENTO, April 
14.—Those 
who are supporting the movement for 
atake reorganisation 
along 
lines of 
modern efficiency and economy as pro­ 
vided In Assembly Bill 1089, prepar­ 
ed by Tax Payers’ Association of Cali­ 
fornia, were heartened this week when 
the Assembly, by a vote of 54 to 19, 
ordered its “Committee on Efficiency 
and Economy” to report the measure 
out onto the floor so that it might 
have a hearing. 
The Assembly committee heard dis­ 
cussions of the hill on Friday evening 
of last week, and again on Monday 
morning; but while the committee did 
1 not deny the merits of the measure 
(they refused to report it out, claiming 
that economy and efficiency legisla­ 
tion could not well be considered at 
so late a period of the session. 
A 
large majority of the members of the 
Assembly, however, 
today 
signified 
their willingness to discuss the bill 
on Its merits. 
Messrs. Carter and White, the Joint 
sponsors of the measure, led the dis­ 
cussion on a resolution to withdraw 
the bill from committee. 
They were 
opposed 
by 
Assemblymen Ambrose, 
• chairman of the committee; Mathews, 
floor leader; 
Locke, Morris, Rosen- 
shlne and T. M. Wright. Among those 
who spoke in favor of a hearing were 
Messrs. 
Allen, 
Bennett, 
Bromley, 
Bruck, Gebhart, Graves, Greene, John­ 
ston, Kasch, Knight, Merriam, Price, 
Vicini and Windrem. 
Those who pleaded for a 
hearing 
pointed out that the legislature is mak­ 
ing heavy appropriations which will 
exhaust the surplus of the state, and 
probably create 
a 
deficit. 
‘‘Why," 
asked one, “In view of this situation, 
cannot we do something intended to 
bring about economy? The' tax payers 
of California, It was declared, have a 
right to action at this session of the 
legislature. 
The discussion developed the fact 
that the proponents of the Tax Payers’ 
Association bit! claim it will save, on 
a conservative estimate, a million dol­ 
lars a year; also, that such a saving 
is imperatlvey necessary now, in order 
that the state may meet its important 
obligations. 
Those oppose economic reform had
